sloaer of Fisheries for Siam, who 
called attention to the trouble 
w%ich had been wrought by trans- 
planting the English sparrow and 
advised going carefully in the mat 
ter of finding new homes for fish.

It »p- 
peare, continued th« doctor, that 
a certain flsh which is plentiful 
along the Caliprtnia coast watches 
its calendar and, when the moon 
is just right, lets the high tide 
carry it far up on the sands, where 
it lays its eggs and then hurries 
away to the open -sea. Another 
month comes along and another 
high tide, which drenches the eggs 
that have been lying in this "mag- 
ic sand," They hatch almost im- 
mediately and start for the sea af- 
ter their long-absent parent. Dr. 
Evermana says that scientists 
have shipped the sand for long 
distances in ordinary fruit jars. 
All that Is necessary on arrival at 
its destination is to drench the 
sand with sea water, when It im- 
mediately "comes to life," he 
added.

ECAUSE cf depletion in its West Virginia supply The Logan Gas Company began contracting its 
system in 1918 when manufactured gas was substituted for natural gas in the following towns and 
cities in Indiana:—Anderson, Marion, Gas City, Elwood,'Alexandria, Jonesboro, Tipton, and Noblcs- 


ville, who* combined population according to the 1920 census was more than 82,000.

40,000, owing to The Logan Company'* inability to meet their demands with sufficient natural gas, have pro- 
vided themselves with new plants for furnishing manufactured gas, which will go into operation before the 
advent of the new year. 


This forced abandonment of business by reason of failure of supply of natural gas his entailed a mone- 


tary less of approximately $3,000,000 in gas sales, plus a very heavy loss of investment in large main lines and 
equipment incident thereto. 


Upon the expiration of the contract between The Logan Company and the Janth'a Company, supplying 


the town* of Greenville, Ltwisburg, New Madison, Castine, Eldorado, New Paris, West Manchester, West 
Alexandria, Eaton, Brootville and Euphemia, Ohio, The Logan Company, for similar reasons signified its de- 
sire to withdraw further service. Such action has been temporarily delayed by injunction. 


The withdrawal of service to the towns and cities above noted was forced upon The Logan Company 


because it could no longer secure sufficient gas from West Virginia or otherwise to guarantee a dependable 
service. This can be readily appreciated when we tell you that in 1917 The Logan Company received from 
West Virginia 12,810,957,000 cubic feet and but 4,469,602,000 cubic feet in 1923, slightly more than one- 
third of the amount necesssary to serve all receiving gas from the West Virginia sources. The Cities of Day- 
ton, Newar:, Chillicothe, Circleville, Athens and a number of smaller municipalities are still dependent upon 
our West1 'irginia gas, and it will be wholly insufficient for their needs unless supplemented by purchase of 
gas from independent producers and other gas companies wherever available.

EALIZING more than a year ago tKat our company and its patrons 
were facing a crisis unless new sources of natural gas supply were 
found, other than our depleted Ohio and .West Virginia fields, The 


Logan Company went quietly about seeking new territory and acquired leases 
On approximately a half-million acres in Stark, Carroll, Tuscarawas, Co- 
shocton, Harrison and Guernsey counties. Recent test wells drilled in that 
area by others developed natural gas, and indicate that the territory is pro- 
ductive and justifies development to a degree comparable with other Ohio 
areas. 


Its development, if undertaken, will be much more expensive than the old 


developed Ohio fields. The depth of wells will be from 4,000 to 4,500 feet 
in order to reach the Clinton sand. Two hundred to three hundred wells 
should be drilled to develop the field, which alone would cost, including 
dry holes, many millions of dollars. Add to this the cost of well, 
field and gathering lines, and one or more large capacity main lines, and one 
or more fully equipped compressor stations, together with field offices, ware- 
houses and pipe yards, trucks and autos, and the very large increase in expert 
mechanical and office employees and you will have expended several millions 
more. A budget indicating this expense in detail is in course of preparation. 


But these things should be undertaken, and the expenditure must be made 


if natural gas is to be provided. The only source from which The Logan 
Company can secure the money for this undertaking is in its receipts for gas 
sold, and with its greatly decreased volume of sales this is impossible with the 
present rate schedule in effect. 
A substantial increase in the price of gas must 


be had if this work of new development is undertaken and our patrons must 
make the final decision.

Disagreeable Features Eliminated. 


There is no handling of greasy 


idishes as they are simply stacked 
in the dish washer, the water put 
in and the valve turned. The dish 
Cashing is done in much less time 
and without the usual muss or 
bother. There is no labor connect- 
ed with the dish washer, and a 
housewife can keep her hands 
white and soft due to the fact that 
She need not place her hands in the 
water. 
j -Breakage is far less in a dish- 
' washing machine of good design 
than is the case when .hand wash- 
ing is done. This is owing to the 
fact that the dishes do not move 
while in the machine, and at least 
one handling is eliminated, thus do- 
Ing away with one possibility of 
'dropping dishes. A very large per- 
centage of dish breaking is trace- 
able to dropping dishes while dry- 
ing. As a dish-washing machine 
eliminates the necessity for hand 
drying and picking dishes out of 
hot water, it also eliminates to a 
very large degree the possibility of 
breakage.

The Building and Loan. 


Buying a home is a grear deal 


like buying anything else, except 
that usually the method of financ- 
ing the buying of the home is a lit- 
tle different than for items involv- 
ing a smaller expense. If j^u buy 
a 'new gown or an umbrella you 
figure- on paying cash for it, at least 
so within thirty days. In buying a 
home, the cash outlay being propor- 
tionately greater, It usually re- 
quires thnt it be strung out over a 
period of time so as not to inter- 
fere too seriously with the family 


monthly payments. 
Building anc 


loan associations occupy a two-folc 
relationship in the communities in 
which the\ operate: 


First—They are savings societies 


organized for the purpose of pro- 
moting thrift. 


Second—They are lending soci- 


eties for the purpose of promoting 
home ownership. 


Because one must save before he 


can buy, the Caving feature has 
been named first. 


Historical Development. 


The first ot these associations In 


this country was organized at 
Frankford, Pa., now a suburb of 
Philadelphia, on January 3, 1831. 
It was called the Oxford Provident 
Building Association of Frankford. 
At the present time there are ap 
proximntely 2,200 building and loan 
associations in the city of Philadel- 
phia alone, these having saving: 
deposits aggregating .<174.460.147. 
This is twice a.s much money as 
there is in savings deposits in all 
the national and state banks anc 
trust companies in Philadelphia 
according to an editorial in the 
American 
Building 
Association 


News of February (1921) issue 
This has been true ever since the 
funds of the first association were 
applied to assisting Its members in 
procuring homes. While the wore 
"building" was accurate fn its de- 
scription of the activities of the 
first association, such changes have 
been made In their methods that at 
the present time the word "build- 
ing" as a part of the name is a mis- 
nomer. 


National and State Endorsement. 
The bulldinsr and loan associa 


tion is a co-operative institution 
chartered by the state and made 
up of members who have associated 
themselves together for their mu 
tual benefit. 
Epoh member has 


voice and a vote in the selection of 
the officers and directors of his 
local association. Each local asso- 
ciation is independent and distinct 
with no financial connection with 
any other. In the majority of states 
these organizations are under state 
supervision nnd inspection, nnd are 
favored by the laws of every state. 
The state laws have not only recog- 
nized the high value of these insti- 
tutions, but congress has shown Its 
appreciation by exempting these In- 
stitution? from such taxations as 
other corporations have been sub- 
jected to In etery revenue law that 


has been passed for the last 25 
years. There Is scarcely any other 
form of Investment by which small 
savings can be made to draw In- 
terest at so profitable a rate. By 
binding himself together with many 
other members an Individual is en- 
abled to invest a very small amount 
In a first mortgage or deed of trust, 
at the. same high security and the 
same rate of income as the person 
who has thousands of dollars tc 
Inwst. A member of the assocla 
tion has advantages over the Indl 
vldual who Invests his own money 
Irrespective of the amount to be In- 
vested. He Is saved all the bother 
of the Investment, cost of time, 
trouble and expense, looking after 
the collection of Interest, and at 
maturity of the collection of the 
principal. He Is saved the bother 
of seeing that the Insurance Is kept 
in force, taxes arid assessments on 
the premises paid and prepaid, and 
Is saved the worry and trouble 
should the borrower die and the 
consequent litigation of any kind 
that might be necessary In the set- 
tlement of the estate. These and 
many more advantages are experi- 
enced by the member of the asso- 
ciation. 


The single Investor, who Is not a 


member of the association usually 
experiences some difficulty In rein- 
vesting his money promptly after 
the mortgage Is paid at maturity. 
This lapse of time means that his 
money is not drawing interest. By 
the association plan he would not 
only have the advantage of his 
money earning compound interest., 
but would not have his funds tied 
up and would have the availability 
of a bank account with the safety 
of a first mortgage security. This 
while enjoying all the advantages 
of a high interest yield. 


A Very Much Misunderstood Docu 


ment. 


Many purchasers of real estat 


are under the Impression that when 
they receive a deed with the ab 
stract of title that the title to the 
property is perfectly established 
and that having an abstract makes 
the title good. This is a mistake 
An abstract of title Is nothing more 
nor less than a copy of, or an ex 
tract from, the records, showing the 
history of such real estate. By this 
is meant the various transactions 
In which this particular piece of 
real estate has figured. It may 
show a perfectly good title or it 
may show, on the other hand,' that 
the title Is not good, and its pur- 
pose, therefore, is to secure the rec- 
ord or history of said real estate In 
a short and concise form for the 
purpose of examination. 


General Appearance. 


One common form starts with the 


heading describing the land ab- 
stracted. Then, beginning with the 
grant from the United States which 
Includes the premises abstracted, 
sections follow which show in 


THE WARRANTY DEED 


Some of Its Requisites and How 
It Serves the Property Owner. 


People are generally more or less 
amiliar with the general warranty 
deed. Its purposes are fairly well 
understood, but it is rather surpris- 
ng to know the number of people 
vho do not know the prime essen- 
ials of the deed, nor the steps that 
ire necessary to be taken when 
hey receive a deed. 


The warranty deed has for its 


purpose that of conveying the entire 
:itle to the designated real estate 
ield by a certain person or persons 
to certain other person or persons, j 
and it guarantees to them and to! 
their successors in title, the full, 
uninterrupted and peaceable posses-i 
siqn of the property against all in- 
trusion or violation. It is very! 
necessary as well as important that' 
:he name of the grantor or grantors 
in the deed should be exactly the 
same as expressed In the deed 
whereby he or they acquire the 
property being conveyed. 


If an individual acquires title to 


a certain property in one name, and 
:or any reason, such name has been 
changed, by marriage or otherwise, 
such 
change should be clearly 


stated. Also the husband or wife 
of the grantor or grantors, depend- 
ing on the case, should sign the 
deed for the purpose of releasing 
dower. 
If the grantor Is unmar- 


ried, that fact should be clearly in- 
dicated, as otherwise It would ap- 
pear in the abstract of the title to 
that particular property as a defect 
in the title. 


The deed must be signed by each 


and all the grantors, as well as their 
husbands or wives, In the presence 
of two witnesses, not parties to the 
deed. Each signature .must also be 
acknowledged before a notary pub- 
lic, justice of the peace or other 
official who Is authorized to take 
acknowledgements. 


Quit-Claim Deed. 


A quit-claim deed Is one In which 


the grantor merely transfers and 
relinquishes to the grantee what 
ever right or claims he may or 
might have in such property de 
scribed without reciting that he ha? 
any claim therein and without ob 
ligating himself In any manner 
shape or form to give the grantet 
the possession of said premises 01 
to protect him In his rights therein 
It is executed in the same mannei 
and with the same sort of formality 
as the warranty deed. 


It Is specifically provided in the 


statute that all deeds of con 
veyance conveying title to real prop- 
erty most be recorded in the county 
recorder's office of the county In 
which such property Is situated. 


After Receiving Deed. 


Immediately upon receiving 


deed, .make sure that the party giv- 
ing the deed is the owner of the 
property to be conveyed and tha 
his title is clear thereto, and tha 
he has the right to execute an<1 
deliver the deed. 


In the second place, be sure tha 


the description of the property as 
expressed in the deed, exactly coin 
cldes in each detail with the de- 
scription of the property to be con 
veyed, expressed either by meet 
and bounds, or, If It has been plat 
ted, and the plat recorded, th 
number or such other description 
by which the pioperty Is Identified 
and shown on the plat. 


In the third place, make sure tha 


any mortgages 
or other incum 


brances to be assumed are properly 
and fully noted on the deed. 


In the fourth place, after all these 


matters have been fully determinec 
to your entire satisfaction, see tha 
the- deed Is properly signed, wit 
nessed and acknowledged. 
If then 


It is found to be correct, take th 
deed, as soon as delivered to you 
to the county auditor for transfe 
on the tax records. Then from th 
county auditor to the connty recorc 
er where the deed must be left fo 
record. 


If by chance yon are not fanollla 


with the requirements of deeds 
you should be all means have th 
deed and abstract examined by 
competent attorney. 


chronological order each transfer of 
sa.d property, from one person to 
another, or by deed, will, court pro- 
cedjre or other mode of convey- 
ance. Each section is devoted to 
one particular transfer and sets out 
the important and essential points 
of the deed or other instrument or 
nstruments by which the property 
s conveyed. 


If any .defects in the instrument 


of conveyance exist, or any such 
instruments are missing, such facts 
must be clearly set forth in the 
abstract. 


Following the deeds and other In- 


struments of conveyance are usually 
sections devoted to recorded mort- 
;ages thnt have been placed against 
said property and reciting whether 
such mortgages have been satisfied 
and canceled. 


Leases are next covered—show- 


ng whether they have expired, 
been canceled or are still in force 
and effect, or if there have been no 
eases, a recitation to that effect. 


Sections are then devoted to 


ihowing the mechanic's liens, pend- 
ng suits, living judgments and for- 
eign executions, if any, giving de- 
alls in each case which would en- 
able a person examining the ab- 
tract to determine whether they 
ire now, or may become at a later 
late, liens on the premises or prop- 


Taxes and such assessments then 


.re shown, followed by the certi- 
ate of the abstracter that he has 
'xamined the official records in the 
ounty and that the abstract shows 
>very instrument of record affect- 
njj the title to said premises or 
roperty as shown in the indexes 
n the various county offices. 
If 


does not show instruments not of 
ecord, nor is It, on the other hand, 
an opinion of the title. 


From the foregoing short descrip- 
lon of an abstract and its purpose, 
t will be readily seen that in all 
ases an abstract should be made 
iy someone who Is thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the laws of conveyanc- 
ng and the transferring the title 
md real estate. He should also be 
'amiliar with the methods of re- 
•ording and Indexing the various 
nstruments of conveyance, etc., In 
irder that all Instruments may be 
eadily found, If on record, and any 
defects of the Instruments properly 
noted. 


It will be readily understood that 


t is of extreme Importance that all 
conveyance or other instruments 
pertaining to real estate are prop- 
erly drawn and recorded, and that 
finally It is of absolute necessity to 
have your abstract thoorughly ex- 
amined to make sure that your title 
is clear so that you will have no 
trouble in case you wish to sell.

be safely within the rules of har- 
mony the balance of her costume 
should be of the same color. 


All colors In the spectrum can be 


made from the three so-called pri- 
nary colors—red, blue and yellow. 
The artist in painting the most 
iaborate canvas imaginable uses 
'tit the three colors. Xo bit of color 
n his canvas but what contains at 
east a truce of the other two colors 
nd never does he use any one of 
he three colors in Its raw form, 
"rom the artist's standpoint some 
f the most beautiful and harraoni- 
us effects Imaginable are produced 
•hen dealing In so-called comple- 
nentary colors. By this we mean 


•lore which If mixed together ID 
he right proportions would pro- 
duce a neutral gray. 


Secondary colors can be made bs 


mixing the primaries. Thus, orang? 
is a secondary color composed by 
mixing red and yellow. Purple Is a 
secondary color composed by mix- 
ing red and blue; green by mixlns 
blue and yellow. The mixture ol 
blue and yellow, producing a sec- 
ondary color, gxeen, is complemen- 
tary to the primary, red. If the 
red is composed of the proper 
amount of both the yellow and the 
blue then the red In this case is in 
perfect harmony with the green, 
although it is practically, if not ex- 
actly, its complement. A raw red 
which has none of the yellow or 
none of the blue in it would be out 
of harmony with the green. 


Another example will serve to Il- 


lustrate the meaning still further. 
Purple, which Is made from a mix- 
ture of blue nnd red, will be a com- 
plement to yellow, but to make tha 
yellow in perfect harmony with the 
purple, the yellow must contain u 
certain amount of both red and 
blue. 


By bearing these fundamentals 


in mind and using the colors care- 
fully, you can be assured of abso- 
lute harmony even though you may 
work a perfect riot of color. This 
is why we so often hear the ex- 
pression, "Nature always deals in 
harmonies." 
Nature left to her- 


self mixes the primary colors per- 
fectly, keeping the rawness of the 
primaries 
from conflicting. 
The 


blue atmospheric color of out-of- 
doors insures In every case at least 
the common color, blue being In all 
•ither colors. 
Other predominat- 


ing outdoor colors, such as the 
green of foliage, etc., furnish their 
part, and by reflection and absorb- 
tlon works with the other colors for 
an all-around color harmony.

A home builder came to our offi- 


ces much troubled in spirit. 
He 


told a story that was all too famihar. 
He bad taken bids for the building of 
his new home and had let the con- 
tract to the lowest bidder. 
This 


would have been the proper pro- 
cedure m many cases-, but as it hap- 
pened this time, this lowest bidder's 
proposal for the unpretentious little 
home was more than $1,000 less than 
the next highest bidder. He should 
have been suspicious of this, for cer- 
tainly that $1,000 difference could 
not be tvhoHy made up by differences 
in profits or better purchasing power, 
"or more efficient building operation. 
•In spite of warning: by his friends, 
the man had signed the contract, 
with the lowest bidder, and the house 
wai built. 


A "Fly By Night" Contractor 
He went to live in it. Alter a 


short time lie began to have visita- 
tions from various mechanics, the 
plasterer, the carpenter, the rnar. who 
put on the roof. They ail told the 
same story about how the contractor 
had not paid them their wages; how 
in order to protect their own interest 
they were obliged under ths circum- 
stances to levy liens against the 
house. 


"What shall I do," the owner said. 


"Here I have paid the contractor the 
whole ajnount of our agreement, and 
these people keep on coming in, tell- 
ing me they have not been paid, and 
filing liens against my house. 
I 


find I not only have to pay the full 
price I set aside for my house, but 
have to pay for it at least in part 
again." 


Of course he could sue the con- 


tractor, but it turned out, as it often 
times does in these cases, that the 
contractor was 
not to be found. 


Honest contractors give this type of 
operator a special name. They call 
him a "fly-by-night." 


This story is told to bring to your 


attention the necessity of protecting- 
yourself in your home building rela- 
tions. First you can do so by se- 
lecting a contractor who has a repu- 
tation for sound and honest deal- 
ings. You must pay such a man a 
fair price for what he gives you. 


Get a Mechanic's Release 


Secondly, never advance money to 


your contractor in payment of such 
work as has been done before get- 
ting- the subcontractors as they fin- 
ish their work to supply you with 
what is known as a "mechanic's re- 
lease," in which it is certified that 
all bills have been paid and no liens 
will be filed. Before you pay the 
general contractor the last sum ow- 
ing him, get a signed statement from 
him that all the bills have been paid. 
Make him show you receipts sup- 
porting this. 
He will not be the 


least offended if you ask him for 


osuch statements. In fact, he will be 
"glad to show them to you. Get him 
to give you a complete release of 
mechanic's liens. 


This matter is clearly provided for 


!n a standard form known as "Gen- 
eral Conditions of the Contract," that 
may be purchased at almost any 
stationery shop. In it you will find 
a definite statement about payments, 
your rights 
when payments are 


made, and a complete clearing up of 
the matter of liens and releases. 
This form should head the specifica- 
tions of every building, large and 
small. Even so, do not forget that 
it is only a "scrap of paper" and if 
you have a. "fly-by-night" on the job, 
it is not an absolute protection. Get 
a high grade, honest contractor. Do 
not pay for your house twice.—Copy- 
right, 1924, Architects Small House' 
Service Bureau.

I TO no* 
see bow this «u make tb» bowse 
less easy to bnra, 
A—The purpose of fire ttop«d&f 


is to cut off tha vertical ducts or 
flues In tha building -which are mada 
by the open spaces Nrtwetn

framing members, especially the 
studs. If tbesa spaces are stopped 
at tha bottoms -with a material 
•which -will not bn*n, yon wflt see 
that flre coftld not pass this material 
so as to get between tha studs and 
create a flre between the structural 
members. Th« principle Is not to 
make the wood lees inflammable bat 
to restrict the flre to a definite area 
where it can fo« controlled in some 
measure tmtil the fire Teagon comes. 
One of th« best ways to avoifl flrr i 
in your house is to keep rnb&ish. J 
from accumulating. Bo not allcnr ' 
•wastepaper and other rubbish to ac- 
cumulate In the basement, closets, 
and attic. Do not us« electric wir- 
ing to hang laundry OQ. in some 
countries It Is a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by a fine, and imprisonment, 
to have a fire start in your house. 
The waste -which is occasioned by 
fires in small homes is appaJlingr, 
An organisation known as the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters 
has been set up to reduce this waste. 
Their recommeedfttlons are that fira 
stopping: be used in frfrme bnlldia*. 


Q—Is ft good construction to 


bend shingles at the eaves of a 
building so as to imitate a 
thatched roof? 
A—In order to Imitate % thatched 


roof with wooden shingles, th* ahin- 
grles have to be Beaked In water and 
while wet bent over the forms to 
•which th«y will be naUed. The tend- 
ency for these" unnaturally bent units 
is to return to the flat form in which 
they were cut In consequence, this 
kind of construction cannot be per- 
manent. Jt is a misuse of the ma- 
terials.
